Regulation 1. Doi inations 


Section 1. Words usod in theso rogulations in the 
Singular form shall be deemed to import the plural, and 
vice versa, as the case may demand.

Paragraph 18, Dockage.=- See "pick", 

Paragraph 19, Pick,-- The term "pick" includes any 
material other than beans together with undeveloped, 
Shriveled, discolored, damaged and small pieces of 
beans which are picked by hand or eliminated by mechanical 
means from the lot. The pck shall be calculated in terms 
of percentage based on the total weight of the beans 
including the material to be eliminated, 

Regulation 2, Warehouse Licenses. 

Section 1, Applications for licenses under sections 
4 and 9 of the Act and for modifications or extensions 
of licenses under Section 5 of the Act shall be made to 
the Secretary upon forms prescribed for the purpose and 
furnished by the Bureau, shall be in Imgiish, shall truly 
state the information therein contained, and shall be 
Sighud by the applicant. The applicant shall at any 
time furnish such additional information as the Secre- 
tary or the Chief of the Bureau shail find to be necessary 
to the condideration of his application.

Sec. 2. A license for the conduct of a warehouse shall not 
be issued if it be found by the Secretary that the warchouse 
is not suitable for the proper storage of beans, that the 
warchouseman is incamoctent to conduct such warehouse in 
accordance with the Act and these regulations, or that there 
is any other sufficiont reason within the purposes of the Act 
for not issuing such license, 


Sec. 3. The warchousoman conducting a warehouse licensed 
or for which apvlication for license has been made under the 
Act, shall have and maintain above all exemptions and 
liabilitics net assets liable for the payment of any in 
debtedness arising from the conduct of the warchouse, to 
the oxtent of at least 20¢ ver hundred weight of the maxi- 
mum number of hundred woisht that the warchouse will accom- 
modate when stored in the manner customary to the warchouse 
as. dctermined by the Chief of the Bureau, except that the 
amount of such asscts shall not be logs than $5,€@¢, and 
need not be more than $100,000, In case such warchousoman 
hes apvlicd for licenses to conduct two or more warchouscs 
in the seme State, the assets applicable to all of which 
shall be subjoct to the liabilitics of cach, such warchousos 
shall be deemed to be one warchouse for the purposes of the 
assets roquireod under this section. For the purposes of 
this section only, paid in capital stock, as such, shall 
not be considered a liability. Any deficiency in the re- 
quired net assets may be supplied by an increase in the 
amount of tho warehouseman's bond in accordance with para= 
graph 2 of section 2 of regulation 3. 

See. 4. Each application for a modification or extension 
of a liconse under section 5 of the Act shall be made to the 
secretary, upon & form prescribed. fer the purpose and fur~ 
nished by the Chief of the Burcau, shall be in Inglish, shall 
be signed by the apoligant, and shall be filed with the Sec- 
retary not less than 34 days before the dato of the tcrmina~ 
tion of the license then in effect, 


Sec. 5. Immediately uwoon recoipt of his license or of any 


modification or extension thorcof under the Act, the warchousc- 


man shall post the samc, and thereafter, except as otherwise 
prcvided in these regulations, kcop it nosted until suspendcé 
or terminated, in a conspicuous place in the principal office 
where receipts issued by such werchouseman are delivered to 
depositors. 

Sec. 6. Pending investigation, the Secretary, whenever, 
he deems necessary, may suspond a warchouseomen's license 
temporarily without hearing. Upon written request and a 
satisfactory statement of reasons thorefor, sutmitted by 
a warchouseman, the Secretary mey. without hoaring, sus- 
pend or cancel the license issucd to such warchouseman.

sec. 7« In ease a license issued to a warchouseman 
terminates or is suspended, revoked, or canccled by 
the Secretary, such license shall be roturned to the 
Secretary when requested. At the expiration of any 
period of suspension of such licensc, unless it be in 
the meantime revoked or cancelcd, the dates of the 
beginning and termination of the suspension shall be 
indorsed thereon, it shall be returned to the licensed 
warchouseman to whom it was originally issued, and it 
shall be posted as prescribed in section 5 of this 
regulation. 


Sec. 8. Upon satisfactory proof of the loss or destruction 
of a license issucd to a warchouseman, a duplicate theroof 
may be issued under the same or a new numbcr at the dis-= 
cretion of the Scceretary, 


Sec, 9. No warchouse or its warchouseman shall be do- 
signated as licensed under the Act and no name or dce 
scription conveying the impression that it or he is so 
liconscd shall be used, cithor in a receipt or otherwise, 
unless such warchouseman holds en unsuspended, unrevoked, 
and uncanceled license for the conduct of such warchousc,.

Regulation 3. Warehouse Bonds. 


Section 1. Unless the warehouseman has previously filed 
with the Secretary the necessary bond required by section 
e of this regulation, he shall file such bond within a time 
if any specified by the Secretary, said bond to ¢over all 
obligations arising thereunder during the period of the 
license. 


Sec. 2. Paragraph 1. Exclusive of any amount which may 
be added in accordance with paragraphs 2 and 3 of this 
section, the amount of such bond shall be at the rate of 
20¢ per hundredweight or fractional part thereof, of the 
maximum number of hundred weight that the warehouse will 
accomodate when stored in the manner customary to the 
warehouse for which such bond is required, as detormined 
by the Chief of the Bureau, but not less that $5,000 nor 
more than $50,066. In case such warchouseman has applicd 
for licenses to conduct two or more warchouses in the 
same State, the assets applicable to all of which thall 
be subject to the liabilitics of each, and shall desire 
to give a single bond mecting the requiremonts of the 
Act and theso regulations for said warehouses, such 
warehouses shall be deemed to be one warehouse for the 
purposes of the bond required under this regulation, 


Paragraph 2, In case of a deficiency in net assets under 
regulation 2, section 3, there shall be added to the amount 
of the bond, fixed in accordance with paragraph 1 of this 
section, an amourt equal to such deficiency. 


Paragraph 3. In case the Secretary finds the existence 
of conditions warranting such action, there shall be added 
to the amount fixed in accordance with paragraphs 1 ond e 
of this section a further amount, fixed by him, to mect 
such conditions. 


Sec. 3. In case an application is made under regulation e, 
section 1, for a modification or an extension of a license 
and no bond previously filed by the warchouseman under this 
regulation covers obligations arising during the period of 
such nodifjcttion or extension, Vig warchousoman shall,wien 
notico has boen given by the Secretary thet his applicetion 
for such modification or extension will be granted won cor 
pliance by such warchouseman with the Act, filo with tho 
Secretary, within a time, if any, fixed in such notice, & ~ 
bond complying with the Act.

tity of which is to be preserved, the jdentification or 
location, in accordance with regulation 5, section 13,

(j) the words "Not Negotiable", Non-Nogotiable", accord- 
ing to the naturo of the receipt, clearly and conspicus 
ously printed or stamped thereon, ond (x) a statemsnt | 
indicating the amount of shrinkage agreed upon between 
the depositor and the warchouseman, in the case of non= 
identity preserved beans. 7 
Paragraph 2. Every receipt, whether negotiable or non- 
negotiable issucd for beans stored in & licensed waree 
house shall specify a period, not exceeding one year, 
for which the beans are accepted for storage under the Act 
and these regulations, but, upon demand and surrender of 
the old reccipt by the lewful holder thereof at or be- 
force the expiration of the specificd period, the ware- 
houseman upon such lawful terms and conditions as may be 
granted him at such time to other depositors of beans in 
the warchouse shall issue a new receipt for a further 
specified period not exceeding ofe year, or, if he cone 
tinues to act as a vublic warchouseman but not -as = 
licensed warchouseman, issue a new non=licensed receipt. 
Provided, it is actually determined that, by the licensed 
inspector that there has been no deterioration in the 
quality. 


Paragraph 3, Whenever the grade or other class of beans 
stated in a receipt issued for beans stored in a licensed 
warehouse, such grade or other class shall be stated in 
the receipt in accordance with regulation &, 


Paragrpah 4. The grade stated in a receipt issued for 
beans the identity of which is not to be preserved, ne , 
stored in a licensed warchouse, shall be stated as deters 
mined by the licensed grader who last graded the beans be- 
fore the issuance of such receipt, and such receipt shall 
embody within its written or printed terms the following: 
(a) thet the beans covered by the receipt were inspected 
by a licensed inspector, and (b) a form of indorsement 
which may be used by the depositor, or his authorized a 
gent, for showing the ownership of, and liens, mortgages, 
or other encumbrances on the beans covered by the rem# 
ceipt. 
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Paragraph 5. If a warehouseman issue a recéipt omitting the 
statement of grade on request of the devositor as pertritted by 
section 18 of the Act, such receipt shall have clearly and cons 
spicuously stamped or written on the face thereof the words 
"Not graded on request of depositor". In no instance shall a 
receipt be issued until the beans have been inspected by a 
licensed inspector. 


Paragraph 6, If a warehouseman issue a receipt under the Act 
omitting any information not required to be stated, for which 
a blank space is provided in the form of the receipt, a line 
shall be drawn through such space to show that such omission 
has been made by the warehouseman, 


Sec. 2. If any copies of receipts are made, all such copies, 
except those issued in lieu of the original in case of lost or 
destroyed receipts, shall, if there be no statute of the 
United States or law of a State providing otherwise, have 
Clearly and conspicuously printed or stamped thereon the words 
"Copy - Not Negotiable". 


sec. 4. “Paragraph if In the’case of'a Tost or destroyed re- 
Ceipt, if there be no statute of the United States or law of a 
State applicable thereto, a new receipt upon the same terms,

Before issuing such duplicate receipt the .:° 
licensed warehouseman shall require the depositor or other 
person applying therefor to make and file with the warehouseman

possession of the original receipt, that he has not negotiated 
or assigned it, how the original receipt was lost or destroyed, 
and if iost, that diligent effort has been made to find the 
receipt without success and (b) a bond in an amount double 
the value, at the time the bond is given, of the beans 
represented by the lost or destroyed receipt. Such bond shall 
be in the form approved for the purpose by the Secretary, 
shall be conditioned to indemnify the warehouseman against any 
loss sustained by reason of the issuance of such duplicate 
receipt, and shall have as a surety thereon (a) a surety 
company which is authorized to do business, and is subject 
to service of process in a suit on the bond, in the State in 
which the warehouse is located, or (b) at least two individuals 
who are residents of such State and each of whom owns real 
property therein having a value, in excess of all exemptions 
and encumbrances, to the extent of dcuble the amount of the 
bond, 
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Sec. 4. All receipts to be issued by a licensed warehouseman 
shall be in form approved by the Chief of the Bureau. 

Such receipts shall be printed on specially designated paper 
and shall be secured thru printers” specially designated by 
the Bureau for the purpose of printing warehouse receipts 
under the Act, 


Sec. 5. If a warehouseman deliver a part only of a lot of 
beans for which he has issued a negotiable receint under the 
Act, he shall take up and cancel such receipt and issue a new 
receipt in accordance with these regulations for the undeliver- 
ed portion of the beans, 


Sec, 6, Except as permitt2zd ty law or by these regulations, 
a Warehouseman shall not deliver beans for which he has 

issued a negotiable receipt until the receipt has been meturned 
to him and canceled, and shall not deliver beans for which 
he has issued a non-negotiable receipt until such receipt has 
been returned to him or he has obtained from the person law- 
fully entitled to such delivery, or his authorized agent, a 
written acknowledgement thereof. 


Sec, 7. No licensed wurehouseman shall, directly or in~ 
directly by any means whatsoever, compel or attempt to come 
pel the depositor of any beans stored in his licensed ware- 
house to reguest the issuance of a receipt omitting the 
statement of zrade, 

Regulation 5. Duties of Licensed Warehouseman, 

Sec, 1. No licensed warehouseman shall receive beans into 
his licensed warehouse for storage or any other purpose, 
unless such beans have been inspected and approved at the 
time such beans are offered for entry and storage in such 
warehouse by an inspector licensed under the Act and these 
regulations, atid neo licensed warehouseman shall store beans 

he identity of which is not to be preserved until the grade 
of such beans has been determined by a licensed inspector. 


Section e, Paragraph 1, Each licensed warehouseman 
when so requested in writing as to any beans by the 
depositor thereof or lawful holder of the receint covering 
such beans, shall, to the extent to which in the exer- 
cise of due diligence he is able to procure such insurance, 
keep such beans while in his custody as a licensed ware~ 
houseman insured in his own name, or arrange for their in- 
surance otherwise, to the extent so requested, against loss 
or damage by fire, lightning, or tornado, When insurance 
is not carried in the warehouseman’s name, the receipts 
shall show that the beans are not insured by the Ware~ 
houseman, Such insurance shall be covered by lawful 
policies issued by one or more insurance companies authorized 
to do such business, and subject to service of process in 
suits brought, in the State where the warehouse is located,

If the warehouséman is unable to procure such insurance 
to the extent requésted, he shall, orally or by telegraph 
or by telephone and at his own expense, immediately notify 
the person making the request of the fact, Nothing in this 
shall be construed to prevent a warehouseman from 
adopting a rule that he will insure all beans, 


Paragraph 2, Each warehouseman shall keep exnoséd con-= 
Spicuously in the place prescribed by repulationse, section 
De vend at such other place as the Chief of the Bureau or 
his representative may from time to time designate a notice 
stating briefly the conditions under which the beans will 
be insured against loss or damage by fire, lightning or 
tornado, 


Sec. 3. Each warehouseman shall, in.accordance with his 
contracts With insurance and bonding companies for the 
purpose of meeting the insurance und bonding requirements 
of these regulations, pay such premiums, permit such reason- 
able inspections and examinations, and make such reasonable 
reports as may be provided for in such contracts. 


Sec. 4. Each warchouseman shall promptly take such steps 
as May be necessary and proper to collbct any moneys which 
may become due under contracts of insur‘unce entered into by 
him for the purvose of meeting the requirements of these 
regulations, and shall, as soon as collected, promptly pay 
to the persons concerned any portion to such moneys which 
they may be entitled to receive from him,

5 At the time beans are received for storage the 
Warehouseman and the depositor shall agree upon «mn amount to 
be allowed for shrinkage While the products are in storage, 
Such shrinkuge to include loss caused by rodents and by 
natural drying out of the beans, and such agreements shall 
be clearly stated on the warehouse receipt.

Regulation 8 Bean Inspection and Classification, 


Section 1. Whenever the variety, grade, or condition of 
beans is required to be or is stated for the purposes of 
this Act and these regulations, it shall be stated in 
accordance with this regulations. 


Sec. 2. Until such time as official bean grades of the 
United States are in efrect, the variety, grade and condition 
of beans shall be stated as far as applicable 4a) in 
accordance with the Stute standards, if any, established in 
toe State in woich tne Warehouse is located, (b) in the 
absence of any State standards, in accordance with the 
Standards, if any, «adopted by any bean organization or by 
the bean trade generally in the locality in which the ware- 
house is located, subject to the disapproval of the Chief of 
the Bureau, or (c)##he absence of the aforesaid standards 
in accordance with any standards approved by the Chief of the 
Bureau. 


Sec. 3. Whenever the variety, grade or condition of the 
beans is stated for the purposes of this act and these 
regulations, the terms used shall be correctly applied and 
Shall be so selected as not to convey a falst impression of 
the beans.

These samples shall be thoroughly mixed and after 
being so mixed, from this mixture by quartering, not less than 


200 grams shall t taken which shall constitute the sample for 
the purpose of determining the grade.
